Farmer Undergoing Treatment

Hlectric Rates Going Up In Elb2 


Electric rates in the City of Elba will 
likely increase within the next few 
weeks. 

The wholesale rate of electricity 
purchased from Elba’s supplier was 
increased on January 1, with approval 
of the federal agency that controls these 
rates. The utility stated that the 
increase was only slightly over five 
percent, and if they stay with the stated 
fuel adjustment rate of one mill, this 
would be true. However, in past years 
these increases were followed in a few 
months by increases in the fuel 


adjustment rates and the real increase 
turned out to be 15-20 or 25 percent. 
The actual increase this time 
increases the power meter rate from 
9.63 to 10.36... . this is for large 
commercial or industrial customers. 
Residential and small commercial 
customers who don’t require the power 
meter use only KWH’'s which. will 
increase from .02 to .023 on the 
wholesale rate. The Elba utility system 
is presently experiencing about a ten 
percent ‘‘leakage rate’’ on electricity 
that is grounded out by tree limbs, etc., 
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and this added to the amount used will 
increase the wholesale rate to Elba 
$180,000 or $190,000 a year. 

Mayor Bob English said Monday 
that the utility board members haye not 
settled on a rate increase if any, but he 
didn't see any way to absorb the 
increase and it would have to be passed 
on to the users. 

English noted that a good part to the 
increase was the decrease in fuel 
adjustment from 3 mills to 1'% mills. He 
said that even if this is temporary, it is 
some relief,

People in the wire- 
grass who plan to apply for 
Social Security retirement or 
survivor benefits before they 
reach 65 should remember 
to apply no later than the 
month they want benefits to 
begin, Ronald Whitehead, 
Social Security district 
manager in Dothan, said

This is because, with few 
exceptions, a person who 
wants to receive reduced 
benefits before age 65 cannot 
receive them for months 
before the month he or she 
applies Retired workers 
and their spouses can start 
getting benefits as early as 
62 and widows and widowers 
as early as 60. 

A worker and his or her 
spouse, can receive benefits 
ionly for months in which they 
iare eligible throughout the 
entire month. This means 
that unless a person reaches 
62 on the first or second day 
of the month, he or she 
cannot receive a benefit for 
that month 

A person who applies after 
reaching 6S can receive 
benefits for up to 6 months 
before the month of appli- 
cation but not before the 
month he or she became 65. 

It is a good idea to anply 
tv... or three months before a 
person wants benefits to 
begin. This gives Social 
Security enough time to 
process the claim so benefi: 
checks will begin shortly 
after income from work 
stops or is reduced 

Before “nplving. a person 
should ges oertain documents 


and information. These in- 
clude the person's Social 
Security card or a record of 
the number; Forms W-2 for 
the past two years; or if 
self-employedtax returns for 
the past two years and 
evidence of filing ( a can- 
celled check, evidence of 
date of birth, preferably a 
birth certificate or baptismal 
record recorded before age 5;

Tax Credit For 
Energy Savers 


Taxpayers who take certain steps to 
save energy in their homes can cut their 
income tax bills by up to $4,300, the In 
ternal Revenue Service says. 

The law provides for a tax credit of 
up to $300 for energy conservation 


materials installed in the home, with a 
separate credit of as much as $4,000 for 
taxpayers who install ‘‘renewable’’ 
energy source devices such as solar or 
wind equipment 
The credit for energy conservation 
items is figured at 15 percent of the first 
$2,000 spent on such items as storm or 
thermal windows and doors, insulation, 
weather-stripping and caulking. Also 
qualifying are furnace replacement 
burners, flue-opening modifications, 
electrical or mechanical ignition systems 
to replace gas pilot lights, and clock 
thermostats. Only materials installed in 
homes which were substantially com 
pleted before April 20, 1977 are eligible 
for the credit for energy conservation 
costs 
According to the IRS, the ‘‘renew 
able’’ energy source credit is 40 percent 
of the first $10,000 invested in qualify 
ing solar, wind or geothermal equip 
ment used to heat, cool or provide hot 
water or electricity for use in the home 
Both credits are available for items 
purchased and installed on a taxpayer's 
principal residence between April 20, 
1977, and December 31, 1985. The 
renewable’’ energy credit is available 
for both existing and newly constructed 
homes. Renters as well as homeowners 
are eligible for the credit

Telephone Tax 


Increases 


in 1983 


The Federal Excise Tax 
‘on telephone service in- 
creases from one percent to 
three percent beginning 
January 1, The change was 
authorized by Congress 
earlier this year as the Tax 
Equity and Fiscal Respon- 
sibility Act of 1982. 

The tax was first imposed 
by Congress as a ‘‘temporary 
measure’’ during World War 
I. It was repealed breifly 
after the war, but was rein- 
stituted during the depres- 
sion. At one time, the tax 
rate was as high as 25 
percent on long-distance 
calls and 15 percent on local 
service. 

Beginning in 1973, the 
tax was dropped one percent- 
age point until 1980. It was 
two percent in 1980 and 1981 
and was scheduled for elimi- 
nation at the end of 1984. 
Revenue from the tax goes 
into the Federal General 
Fund. 


Auburn University Receives Large Gift | 


Auburn University School 
of Agriculture has received a 
$25,000 gift from Alabama 
Farmers Cooperative.

Much of the Council's 
growth comes annually 
through its Fall Roundup 
effort (this year sponsored by 
Wendy’s Old-Fashioned 
Hamburgers). ‘During this 
effort boys in grades 3-6 
were given the opportunity to 
join Scouting, and volunteers 
were recruited and trained. 

“This year’s effort was 
concluded in two-thirds the 
time it took last year,’’ says 
Duff, continuing. ‘‘Over 1200 
youth have joined Scouting 
since September 1, 1982."’ 
But the local Council and its 
volunteers have been doing 
more than just adding 
members to its ranks. The 
Council also provides pro- 
gram support and training to 
its volunteers. In the past 
year ymany Scouts have 
participated in Council 
sponsored activities such as 
Scout Camp, Cub Scout Day 
Camp, Father and Son 
Weekends, Fall and Spring 
Camporees. Volunteers have 
gone tc the woods for 
weekends for additional 
training to learn how to work 
more effectively with the 
youth in their units. 

Oftentimes a leader’s 
concern over the future of a 
youth allows that youth to 
attain Scouting’s highest 
honor, that of Eagle Scout. 
This year 22 scouts have 
earned this rank in this 
council. 

Nineteen eighty-three 
promises to be a better year 
for scouts and scouting -- 
they will have many activ‘ties 
to look forward to, say 
Council leaders.

Despite going through 
two seasons of virtual 
inactivity due to a series of 
nagging injuries, Elba’s Don 
Horstead is optimistic about 
his future at the University of 
Alabama and feels his junior 
year will be his year to shine 
with the Crimson Tide! 

‘I know I can do the job 
at Alabama,’’ Horstead said 
while at home during 
semester break, ‘‘and I will 
work harder than ever to 
prove it. I was a little down 
during my freshman season 
because I didn’t get to play, 
but this season everyone saw 


what I could do and know I 


can play. 
‘Il was listed as a starter 
in our opener against 


Georgia Tech and was ready 
to play; however, I sprained 
my ankle two days before the 
game and missed it. I got 
dropped down the depth 
chart because of the injury, 
and pushed myself to get 
back in the lineup, only to 
pull a muscle and miss more 
games. I was healthy for the 
Penn State game and had a 
pretty good game, but I 
pulled a muscle again the 
next week and was out again. 


I started off against Southern 
Miss. and felt good, but just 
when I was getting full 
speed, I hurt my shoulder 


and couldn't play against 
Auburn. When I was 
healthy, I played; it just 
seemed as if something 


always happened.”’ 

“My sophomore season 
is over now,’’ added 
Horstead, ‘‘so I'm just going 
to work harder than ever 
during the off-season -- lift a 
lot of weights -- and then get 
after it in the spring. 
Everybody is equal in the 
spring - I know that - and I

Thomas, who signed with 
Norfolk State after leading 
New Brockton to the 1981 
Class 2A state champion- 
ship, will sit out a year as 
outlined in NCAA regula- 
tions and will then be eligible 
to play with Alabama State 
the winter quarter of 1984. 
He will have two and a half 
years of eligibility with 
Alabama State. 

Thomas, a 6-8, 
center, saw 
limited action as a freshman 
at Norfolk State, but had 
started three games this 
season and was averaging 
seven points and _ six 
rebounds a game. Norfolk 
posted a 20-12 record last 
season in Division 2 
competition and this season 
was 5-2 at the holiday break. 

“When I signed with 
Norfolk State I signed 
because of Coach Lucious 
Mitchell,’’ stated Thomas, 
‘but he resigned before my 
freshman season and the 
new coach wanted to work 
with his own players, and left 
those of us who signed with 
Coach Mitchell out of his 
plans. 


“Tl had planned to trans- 
fer at the end of my 
sophomore year; however, 
after thinking things qut | 
decided now was the time. 
Coach Oliver was an 
assistant under Coach 
Mitchell at Kentucky State, 
so I called him up during the 
holiday break and asked him 
for a tryout. I practiced at 
Alabama State three times 
and did real well, and Coach 
Oliver invited me to come on 
down.”’ 

“My main reason for 
transferring is to find a more 
comfortable place to play in a 


good basketball program, 
and at the same time earn a 
degree,’’ added Thomas. 
‘Alabama State is a Division 
I school and has a top- 
notch program. I'm con- 
vinced it’s the school for 
me."’ 
During his high school 
career, Thomas was a 
three-year starter and scored 
1137 points (13.4 ave.), 
pulled down 1307 rebounds 
(15.4 ave.) and blocked 562 
shots (6.6 ave.).

When asked about Coach 
Bryant's recent retirement, 
Don stated, ‘His retirement 
was a big surprise. We had 
heard rumors for a couple of 
weeks, but didn’t really pay 
any attention to them, and 
didn’t really think he'd 
retire. The night before his 
announcement we were told 
of a meeting the next 
morning and all of us figured 
what it was about. At the 
meeting, Coach Bryant told 
us he thought his retirement 
was best for the team and 
told us Ray Perkins would 
take over.

“I think Coach Perkins 
will find a couple of good 
backs and move the rest to 
another position, but I think 
if | can stay healthy I'll be 
okay. I ranin the ‘‘I’’ in the 
spring and back at Elba and 
did real well, and I think it 
gives me a better chance to 
show what I can do.”’ 


When” asked what 
happened to the Tide this 
season, Don laughed and 
said, ‘I guess that question 
has been asked a thousand 
times.

Effect of Sport Hunting on 
Wildlife 


We hear and read a good bit 
about sport hunting and its 
effect on wildlife. Let's see 
what wildlife biologists say 
about it. 

After all, wildlife biolo- 
gists are in the best position 
to know. They have spent 
many hours in research on 
the subject. Their state- 
ments are based on fact, not 
emotion. They are neither 
for nor against anything 
related to wildlife until they 
know whether or not that 
thing is good or bad for 
wildlife. 

Wildlife biologists say 
that sport hunting during 
legal hunting seasons does 
no lasting harm to wildlife. 
On the contrary, they say 
that frequently such hunting 
is beneficial to wildlife. they 
cite the white-tailed deer as a 
species that often destroys 
its own habitat unless it’s 
heavily harvested each year, 
preferably by sport hunting. 
Here's why wildlife biolo- 
gists say that sport hunting 
has no bad effects on wild- 
life. 

Game animals can't be 
stockpiled and a majority of 
each species dies before it's 
a year old whether hunted or 
Wildlife biologists call 
these deaths ‘‘annual mor- 
tality’’ or the yearly rate at 
which wild animals normally 
die. Annual mortality is 
nothing more than Nature's 
way of harvesting surplus 
animals from the yearly crop 
of wildlife Here are the 
rates at which Nature har- 
vests some of our valuable 
wildlife: . 

1.Bobwhite quail-80 
percent 


2.Cottontail 
percent or more 


rabbit-70 


3.Gray squirrel-60 
percent or more 


4.Morning dove-70 
percent 

5.Wild turkey-70 percent 

6.Wood Duck-70 percent 


What do these percen- 
tages mean? They mean that 
7 of every 10 doves in a fall 

wpopulation die before the 

next fall whether they are 
“hunted or not. And, 
-according to wildlife biolo- 
_gists, an interesting thing 
about the dove is that SO per- 
cent of the young die within 
90 days after they leave the 
nest. This SO percent dies 
whether the birds are hunted 
or not. Therefore, we are 
justified in shooting doves 
during our early season. 
And actually, we would be 
justified in opening the sea- 
son about the first of Sep- 
tember as do some of our 
neighboring states. An 
earlier opening date 
allow hunters to harvest a 
bigger portion of the 70 
percent that’s going to die 
every year whether they are 
hunted or not. 

The above percentages 
mean that 8 of every 10 quail 
in a fall population die before 
the next fall whether they are 

‘hunted or not. Seven or 
more of every 10 rabbits in a 
fall plopulation die before the 
next fall whether or not 
anybody fires a gun at them 
and so forth. 

If these mortalities occur 
whether the animals are 
hunted or not--and wildlife 
biologists say they do occur. 
Would wildlife be better off if 
Sport hunting were stopped? 

The answer is''No.”’ 
Because according to wild- 
life biologists, it's almost 
impossible to _ harvest 


* more animals or a species by 


‘sport hunting each year than 
Nature is going to harvest 
through annual mortality. 
Besidess, if hunters take a 
certain percentage of the 
game population every year 
by sport hunting, annual 
mortality takes an additional 
toll until total mortality for 
the year equals, but does't 
exceed, the percentages in- 
dicated earlier 

For instance, if hunters 
take 50 percent of the quail in 
a fall population, mortality 
from all other causes will be 
30 percent. But if hunters 


‘ take only 20 percent, mor- 


tality from other causes will 
be 60 percent. And if 
hunters don't fire a single 
shot at quail, annual mor- 
tality will still be a whopping 
80 plercent. So, mortality 
from all causes--sport 
hunting and all other causes 
of death--will be 80 percent 
for the year. In other words, 
if one thing doesn't get a 
majority of the game animals 
in a fall population, some- 
thing else will. Wise use of 


the resource dictates that 

sport hunters get them, not 

bugs, opossums, and 
. buzzards. 


When harvested by sport 


hunters, game furnishes 
human food and wholesome 
recreation. Frequently, it 
provides supplementary in- 
come from the lease of 
hunting rights or the sale of 
daily hunting permits. Such 
things as beetles and mag- 
gots receive the most benefit 
from Nature's surplus game 
crop. 

An area has a definite 
carrying capacity for a partic- 
ular species of wildlife. 
Carrying capacity is the max- 
imum number or weight of 
animals that an area can 
support during the least fav- 
orable season, usually win- 
ter. Carrying capacity for 
game can be increased by 
improving either the quality, 
the quantity, or the distri- 
bution of food, cover, and 
water for game. Nothing 
else will increase carrrying 


Failing to hunt improves 
neither food, cover, -nor 
water for wildlife; therefore, 
it doesn't increase carrying 
capacity. On the contrary, 
carrying capacity may 
actually be reduced if a large 
portion of the game animals 
is not harvested each year by 
hunting. As mentioned 
earlier, this is especially true 
of deer, a species that often 
eats itself out of house and 
home if not heavily harvested 
each year by hunting. Why 
‘Ss It so true of deer? 
Because, for the most part, 
the mountain lion and other 
large natural enemies of deer 
have been eliminated. So, 
today we 


have no large 
predator in Alabama that's 
capable of keeping num- 


bers in balance with their 


food supply. Therefore, if 
man doesn't harvest the 
surplus deer every year, 


preferably by sport hunting, 
they soon become over popu- 
lated. And eventually their 
food supply is exhausted 
which results in death to 
many deer, particularly to 
the very young and to the 
older deer. 

Losses of game animals 
from all causes--parasites, 
predators, weather, acci- 
ents, and so forth--are 
greatest in dense popu- 
lations. Losses from these 
causes become less as a 
pportion of the game pop- 
ulation is harvested each 
year by sport hunting. 

Hunting tends to keep 
game populations at carrying 
capacity or slightly below 
carrying capacity, and repro- 
duction is less successful 
when the number of breeders 
either exceeds or is aboout to 
exceed carrying capacity. 

What do the above facts 
mean? They mean that the 
anti-hunting propaganda 
coming from uninformed 
organizations and individuals 
is pure malarkey. They 
mean, too, that landowners 
who are not hunters them- 
Selves can either lease 
hunting riglits or charge a 
daily fee for sport hunting 
without fear of harm to their 
valuable wildlife resource 
Furthermore, the above facts 
mean that sport hunters can 
continue their wholesome re- 
creation without en- 
dangering in any way the 
welfare of wildlife not only 
for themselves but also for 
future generations.

Buying Azalea Plants 


You'll get the most 
effective display of flowers 
by planting a mass of a single 
variety instead of using many 
varieties and colors together. 

Buy plants that are sturday 
with a good branch system. 
Don’t buy plants with weak, 
spindling growth. This 
usually means the plant has a 
poor root system. The best 
size to buy is 14 to 16 inches 
tall. Smaller plants are more 
likely to be injured by cold. 

Azaleas can usually be 
bought as _ balled-and- 
burlapped plants or as 
container-grown plants. Con- 
tainer-grown plants suffer 
less shock when you plant 
them. But they are somtimes 
pot-bound which means they 
have amass of roots growing 
around the outside of the ball 
of soil. If you notice this 
when you take the plant out 
of the container, cut about % 
deep from the top to the 
bottom of the soil ball in four 
or five places with a sharp 
knife. Space the cuts equally 
around the ball. This helps 
the roots to spread out nd 
grow away from the original 
ball of soil. 

Pecan Varieties 


I continue to get a lot of 
questions asked as to what 
varieties of pecans are best 
to plant in a home situation.

THE RIGHT FIREWOOD 


With old man winter 
blowing his cold breath 
across parts of Coffee County 
many people are collecting 
firewood. 

Ash, red oak, beech, 
birch, hickory, hard maple, 
pecan, dogwood and white 
oak are the best firewoods. 

Southern pine produces 
more heat per pound of dry 
wood than hardwoods. How- 
ever, it contains more water 
than green, burns rapidly 
and is smoky. Dry or 
seasoned wood produces the 
most heat. If the wood 
contains too much water, 


much of the heat produced 
when the wood is burned is 
used to remove the water, 
not in heating the house. 


HOW LONG WILL THEY 
LAST? 

Many home gardeners 
often ask me how long such 
pesticides as Malathion and 
Sevin are effective. The 
shelf life of a chemical is the 
length of time it can be 
stored and still be effective. 

The shelf life for pesti- 
cides in unopened containers 
is 2 years. Most companies 
will not back up their pro- 
ducts any longer than this. 

If the container has been 
opened, shelf life depends on 
storage conditions. Dark, 
cool and dry storage places 


are best. Some pesticide 
labels specifically tell you to 
use the product within 6 
months or so after opening.

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Windham Receives $6 Million Contract 


United States Congressman Bill 
Dickinson announced Tuesday that 
Windham Power Lifts of Elba had been 
awarded a $6 million contract with the 
Air Force to construct 87 rough-terrain 
fork lifts, with an option for 19 
additional machines. 


Windham, an Elba industry that has 


been in operation for over 20 years, was 
awarded the contract in association with 
the dealership, Quality Plus, of Mobile. 
The contract is estimated to take nine 
months to complete with the possibility 
of additional follow-up contracts. 


According to Mr. Byron Stinson, 
president of the Elba firm, the contract 


will mean 30-35 additional jobs for the 
Elba area. 

‘‘We are looking at adding at least 
30-35 employees to our present work 
force,’’ stated Stinson. ‘‘Our work force 
is now only one-third of what it was last 
year, so we will recall many employees 
now laid off. We've been working 12 
months to get the contract which was 


Director Looks For Return Of 


Commodity Program 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, January 
10, at the courthouse in Elba, and heard 
Pensions and Security Director Ron 
Smith predict that ‘‘whether we want it 
or not, commodity distribution is 
coming back.”’ 

Smith came to the bi-monthly 
meeting to inform the commission that 
the county would receive 680 cases of 
cheese and 113 cases of butter in 
February from the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, and asked for assistance in 
storing and distributing the milk goods. 
Smith reported the cheese would not be 
a problem to store, but stated the butter 
would have to be kept in cdld storage to 
meet Health Department standards. 

“It is very likely this. kind of food 
distribution will become a frequent 
happening,’’ said Smith, ‘‘and we need 
to look beyond next month’s problem. | 
think the commodity distribution 
program could be right around the 
corner and | think the county should 
start considering permanent storage 
areas for the merchandise. Whether we 
want it or not, commodity distribution is 
coming, and the county must decide 
whether or not it wants*to participate.”’ 

The commission was in agreement 
that the cheese and butter would be of 
good use to county families, but wanted 
to make sure all the food shipped to the 
county was indeed passed out. 

The commodity program stirred up 
memories. of old problems for some of 
the commission members and it was 
decided the program needed to be 
studied long and hard before making 
any commitment. 

A .contract was awarded for the 
paving of the Donaldson Road, meaning 
the highly publicized dirt road will soon 
be paved. The low bidder on the 
4.473-mile project was Wiregrass 
Construction with a bid of $59,905.92. 
Other bids were $61,800.32 from Couch 
Construction and $69,646.40 from S & C 
Materials and Paving. The paving will 
begin as soon as possible, weather 
permitting. 

Bids on a boiler to be installed at the 
Health Center in Enterprise were also 
opened Monday, with the commission 
accepting the low bid of $3975 from the 
Southeast Alabama Gas District. 
Other bids came from ESMAC - $6242 
(installed) and Henderson, Black and 
Green - $5500 (not installed). 

The commission yoted unanimously 
to go on record as opposing the petition 
to close the railroad stations in Elba and 
New Brockton. A Public Service 
Commission hearing will be held in Elba 
on Wednesday, January 26, to discuss 
the petition, and the commission will 
voice opposition at the meeting. 

Monday's commission meeting was 
the final meeting for retiring Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer, and Judge 
Sawyer thanked everyone for making 
his tenure in office a memorable one. 

‘*Since I've been probate judge, I've

attended over 300 meetings of this 
commission,”’ said Sawyer, ‘‘and it has 
been a privilege for me to serve as 
commission chairman. The county has 
made a lot of progress while I've been in 
office, and we have a good county with 
good people. I leave my blessing to 
Judge Marion Brunson and offer any 
assistance I might be able to provide.”’

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Windham president Byron Stinson 
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Electric Bill To Increase 3.3% 


The Elba Water and Electric Board 
met Tuesday night and the main order 
of business was the previously 
announced problem of adjusting the 
electric rates to compensate for the 
recent wholesale increase from 
Alabama Electric Co-op. 

Using estimates of the wholesaler, 
Mayor Bob English projected the rate 
increase would cost Elba about $201,593 
a year. 

The local. utility approved an 
increase that will take effect 
immediately raising the residential rate 
.004 per KWH. This means that the cost 
for 1000 Kilowatt hours will increase by 
$4.00; but a decrease in the fuel 


adjustment from the wholesaler will 
also be passed to the customer and this 
will save $1.75, cutting the price 
increase on the one thousand KWH to 
$2.25. 

Elba received a guarantee from 
Alabama Electric that the fuel 
adjustment factor wouldn't be increased 
for at least six months. Chairman 
Charles Hayes noted that following the 
last’ general rate increase Elba began 
receiving increases in the fuel 
adjustment after the six months passed. 

An increase in the KVA charge 
(normally referred to as demand 
charge) will cost industry and large 
commercial customers $1.00 per KVA. 


Airplane Crashes Into 
Wooded Area Near Elba 


A single-engine airplane nose-dived 
into a wooded area near Elba early 
Saturday morning after aborting a foggy 
landing at the Elba airport. The pilot 
walked away from the scene and was 
hospitalized with a broken nose and 
possibly jaw and other facial bones aiso 
broken. Blood on the cowling 
immediately below the pilot’s seat 
indicated the injuries bled considerably 
immediately following the crash. 


The pilot, 27-year-old Lloyd 
Winfield Smith, of Prattville, reportedly 
told police officers he was attempting to 
land in the heavy fog ai 5:30 a.m. to 
meet with friends when he realized he 
was missing the runway. He reported 
pulling up from the landing attempt to 
circle and try again. He was landing 
from the north to the south, and as he 
turned to his left in a climb, the aircraft 
stalled and he went down. Site of the 
crash was about one-half to three- 
fourths mile off the Kinston Highway, 
directly across from the Brookdale 
Subdivision. 

Police officers said that Dean Kyle 


was at the airport awaiting Smith and 
saw him attempt to circle, and when he 
crashed Kyle called police. 

Auxiliary Deputy Bobby Boutwell 
heard the call and was driving to Elba to 
assist when he found the (pilot 
approaching the highway. He drove 
him to the hospital emergency roem and 
returned to assist Elba police in the 
search for the plane. Officer Steve 
Arbogast was the first policeman to see 
the crashed plane. 

The accident is under investigation 
by the Federal Aviation Administration.
